Whllo Wm, Becky and wife were silting 
in the kitchen of their homo about a milo 
and a half north of town into Wednesday 
afternoon, limy henrd a shot ffred near tho 
house nnd immediately afterward heard 
someone cry out, "011,0111!" Mr Becky 
opened the door nnd was horn Rett to see 
his brother-in-law fall down on the veranda 
of the kitchen near tbu door and exclaim, 
"I'm shot." Near him lay a short No. 22 
rifle, with which tho act was done, and 
which lie had bougie at Thomson Bros. 
not an hour before. He tried to buy a re- 
volver, but bo in ft under nge tho firm re- 
fused to sett it to him. 

Dr. [Schaffor was sent for and soon ar- 
rived. Tho doctor upon examination dis- 
covered that tha ball entered tho hoy's body 
below and a little to tho right of his left 
nipple, piercing the lower part of the left 
lung mul came out about the middle and a 
little to tho left otitis back. Dr. Shaffer 
informs tho Times that while there is a 
chance for tho boy's recovery, it is very 
slight, owing to tho danger of internal 
hemorrhages.

When asked why be did it he said*, ft

*'I decided that I would rather die than be 
compelled to work out all my life."

SAMUEL WIGGINS IS KILLED 



Waukegan Man Run Down by an Electric 
Car at North Chicago. 

While attempting to cross tho track* of 
the Chicago & Milwnukeo Electric Rail way 
Company at the 12th Street station, Sim- 
day evening at 8 o'clock, Samuel Wiggins, 
aged 01 yean, 107 Homo Ave., Wnukegan, 
was struck by a south-bound car. being cut 
and mangled almost beyond recognition. 
Dr. Fuller, of North Chicago, was at once 
sent for but it was found that the man hud 
been killed instantly. 

The motormnnofthe car which struck 
WigginB, in telling his story of tho affair, 
said that ho'was driving his car along at 
his usual rate of speed, when suddenly ho 
saw. a man dart out of tho darkness and 
luako an attempt to cross in front of his 
car, evidently with tha intention of catch- 
ing the north bound car oa the oast track. 

Ho probably thought that ho had plenty 
of time, or clso ho feared that ho would bo 
unable to catch bis car, but at any rata, his 
appearance upon tho truck had been so 
sudden that it would havo heen impossible 
for the motorman to havo stopped tho car 
in time to avert the fatality. 

The car struck Wiggins squarely, hurl- 
ing him to tho tracks where the heavy 
wheels passed over his body, crushing it in- 
to a shapeless mass. Both. tegs, were am- 
putated, ono of tho wheels passing aver Mb 
' abdomen, complotoly disemboweling him 
and portions oE his mangled body were 
scattered along tho track for o hundred 
yards before tho cox could be brought to a 
Btop. j 

Dr. Fuller, who was at once summoned, 
said that the man must havo died instantly,

Wiggins was a well known plasterer in 
Waukogun and leaves a family at 107 
Homo Avo.

After an illness of about three weeks, 
.ludgo Clark W. Upton, nt 11 o'clock Satur- 
day morning, died at bis homo on North 
Oeuesee Hired, Wnukegan ; Death was 
duo to a carbuncle that proved too great a 
drain on tho ago enfeebled system of iho 
jurist. 

Although it was seen that the judge wns 
sinking, his dunlh came suddenly nnd 
Wnukegan was Blfocked iw the newa was 
spread about tho city nt noon time. 

The late Mr, Upton was a retired jurist 
of the mcuit and appellate courts and hns 
been living quietly nt homo for many years, 
lie cnuiu to Wuiikcgun in 1850. Ho was a 
Illw pnrtner of tho Into Henry W. Dlodgelt 
nnd the two enjoyed the main Inw business 
of Lake and Mcllenry counties for years.. 

He was later elected stnto senator nnd 
served in that capacity? He was also hon- 
ored by being elected to tha constitutional 
committee and being ono of the men who 
revised the constitution of tho Blnte of 
Illinois, 

After serving ns stnto senator ho was 
elected to the bunch of the circuit court and 
served as jurist of the seventeenth judicial 
circuit, embracing' tho counties of Lake, 
Mcllenry, Boone and Winnebago, for 
twenty years. ' . 

After this he was jutlg9 of tho appellate 
court of the second district, convening at 
Ottawa, LaSalle county. Ho retired twenty 
years ago and bus since lived nt his homo 
ut the carper of Genesee street nnd Grand 
avenue, Wnukegan. 

The late judge would have been 84 years 
old in' January. He is survived by a widow 
and several children.

Russell just nf tor live o'clock, he 
found him lying unconscious on the bay on 
the barn floor. The injured man was at

An examination of 
the remains failed to reveal the fracture of 
any bones, and tho only wound found on 
the body wns a small abrasion on the head. 
The skull was not fractured and It is sup- 
posed that tho abrasion was produced by 
the man striking his head on the buggy 
wheel. The relatives of the man seem to 
think that it is possible that hi* was stricken 
with nppoplexy and that he was practically 
dead when he fell from tho ladder. Hogan 
had been subject to heart disease. 

Thomas Hogan wns about 50 years of 
age nnd had been bom and raised on tho 
farm whero he met his death. Ho was un- 
married. For years ho had been well 
known among the fnrtuers of Bristol .

CITY YIELDS UP ALL 



Final Action Taken to Turn the City 
Over to Its Creditors 



Facing financial ruin nnd tho disruption 
of its. institutions, social nnd religious, the 
leaders of Zio'n have renounced their indi- 
vidual desires nnd turned the industries of 
Zion over to the creditors. 

It was announced Monday night that 
Howie, Voliva .and- the church itsolf oro 
prepared to assign al( their interests in the 
industrial affairs of Zion to the city's 
creditors. 

Henceforth Zion's factories will be ad- 
ministered by a board of directors of seven 
members, headed by Re=eiver Hntely. Its 
constitution will include three capitalists 
who are not followers of Zion faith, and 
this, it is thought, will insure the disin- 
terested management of its affairs in ac- 
cordance with business methods. 

The indebtedness of Zion amounts ap- 
proximately to 80,000,000. distributed 
among Zionites throughout the wocldi 
owners of the land on which Zion City was 
built nnd smalled individual holders of 
Zion paper. Of this paper fully two- thirds 
is held by Zionites, and it is for this reason 
that tha assurance of Judge Land is that 
Zion would not be disrupted had weight 
with the people, 

Dowis is now practically penniless. Hib 
decision to assign nil his interests to cred- 
itors throws him wholly on the mercy of 
the court. It is thought, however, that hts 
willingness to waive .his personal claim 
will incourage tho flow of foreign capital 



into Zion nnd supply^ (he necessary funds 
for the rehabilitation of the valuable in. 
dustrles which have heen closed for many 
months. 

The decision, momsntaus as it is for 
Zion, was greeted with enthusiasm Monday 
night when Judge Barnes made the an- 
nouncement in Shilo Tnbomaclo. 

They realUe that one of the cardinal 
tenets of the church has been traverse?, but 
they feel (he surrender of ecclesiastical do- 
minion is oscential to the continuance of 
the community, Voliva himself, who has 
been one of tho strongest opponents of the 
separation nnd who fathered a refunding 
bond scheme which came to nothing, apt 
poured on the platform to assure them that 
only so could the city be saved to them. 
The tone of the meeting was optimistio 
and while detailB were lacking they left tbe 
tabernacle in better Bpirits than they have 
known since tbe cloud of financial difficulty 
settled upon Zion. 

At the conference of creditors Dowie's 
attorney, Wetten, asserted that Dowis. was 
hopeless of seeing the creditors paid in full 
unless concessions were made by all the 
heads of Zion. Speaking for the first npoa- 
lal, bo said that Bowie would be glad to 
assign his interests in Zion to the creditors 
if an arrangement could be mado which 
would place nit on an equal footing, Judge 
Barnes, speaking for the people of Zion, 
said tho church stood ready to waive its 
rights,

USE OF PEAT FOR FXlEL. 



Csnadlans Preparing to Use 
Substitute for Coal. 



It as 



The first commercially practicable 
method of preparing peat for commer- 
cial purposes Is described by Aubrey 
Fullortou in the Technical World 
magazine. In his article, entitled, 
"Hurrying Up the Coal Mines," he 
tells of the efforts of fuel men of the 
United States, and parttculnrly of Can- 
ada, to break away from th sir depend- 
ence upon the limited sections that 
now control tbBlr coal supply. In the 
atlvont of a new coal strike In the an- 
♦.hraclte fields, something must he 
found which will take . the place ol 
Fennslyvanla or Nova Scotia coal, and 
while the mine operators are hurrying 
tbeir collieries in order \<i lay up a 
supply of coal in advanca of the com- 
ing winter demand, experiments are 
"being made In Canada which" promise 
to develop tho first commercially prac- 
ticable method of treating peat so as 
to put it on the market at a price 
which will make It a •competitor* ol an- 
thracite coal. 

The rock upon which all former 
tests have foundered is in extracting 
the Inst 40 per cent, of water from tho 
peat after It is taken from the bog. 
Tho new process, as described by Mr. 
Fuller ton, solves this difficulty In a 
way which Is so simple and Inexpen- 
sive as to reduce the cost of the dry- 
ing part of the operation to about one 
dollar a -ton. 

The northern states of tho union 
and most or tho provinces of the do- 
minion have extensive peat-bog lands, 
and the placing of peat upon tho mar- 
ket In large quantities promises to de- 
stroy tbe economic anomaly of two 
countries dependent upon one kind of 
fuel produced by only limited section*} 
of country,

Brakematt Run Oner By Engine Early Fri- 
day Morning, Death Instantaneous. 

Between the hours of One and two 
o'clock on Friday morning of last week, a 
brokemnn on a freight train on tho Wil- 
mot switch of the Wisconsin Central rail 
road, met with n fatal accident. While 
endeavoring to couple two cars he was in 
some.unaccountable mariner thrown down 
and the wheels of the engine passed over 
hi;) body literally cutting him in two, 
death wob instantaneous. Geo. Kubaupt 
and J. C. James, Jr., were immediately 
summoned ta the ticene of the accident and

tral rail road Co. bo censured for allowing 
trainmen to labor for a greater period than 
twelve continuous hours. 

The name of the unfortunate man was 
Robert Rooidou, he wns twenty-three 
yenrs of age and a resident of Fon du Lac, 
Wis., and had been in tbe employ ot tbe 
Wisconsin Central about five months. 

He leaves a mother and one brother. 
On Friday evening tho body was taken to 
Fon du Lac for burial.

On December 13, at Muerckhe's Hotel at 
Fox Lake, a special election wilt determine 
whether, or not a 'certain district in the 
northwest cornet of tbe county shall be in-' 
corporated as a village. Thus the fight 
between the petitioners of the election and 
the Lake County Law and Order League 
wss won by the petitioners. 

Tbe lost chance of the objectors to the 
scheme will be at the tost election and it is 
probable that tbe move to incorporate will 
be carried. 

The case was a hard fought one and the 
result was in doubt clow up to the end. If 
the election decides to incorporate it will 
mean that liquor will be sold legally in the 
district.

wimt Cnnses Stunt In Cornf 

Lost year my corn wns nbout B per 
cent smut, snys J, N. Francis, of Ne- 
braska. This year one-half of 1 per 
cent will cover the lose from that 
source. Why It Is different I have been 
unable to figure out. Last year I wroto 
to the Nebraska experiment station for 
Information on the BUbJect Professor 
Lyon replied that no Investigation on 
the Btibject had been made. He believed 
smut remained In tbe ground, from 
year to yenr, and could be prevented 
by rotation of crops. I have never fol- 
lowed com with corn, so that could not 
make the difference In my ense. 

I' examined two of my neighbors' 
cornfields, botiron ground that was In 
corn last year, ' They have no mors 
smut than I have. Last spring I treat- 
ed part of my seed corn with a solu- 
tion of ono pound of formaldehyde to 
forty gallous of water, the formula for 
wheat smut I Bee no difference be- 
tween, tho com from tho treated and 
that from the untreated seed. 

Some time ago I read an article writ- 
ton by a farmer who says ho cleaned 
his corn of smut by being careful to 
pick no seed corn from near where a 
smutted ear had grown. He believed 
smut to be carried from year to year 
on tbe grain. Ferbnps tho weather bos 
something to do with It Last year 
was a wet corn Boason; "this yenr the 
season has boon a dry one.

Ooeltr In Shipping; Fowls, 

It is almost revolting to those who 
dislike cruelty to dumb animals to wit- 
ness the conditions existing at a place 
where fowls are sold In coops on com- 
mission. Loifd nfter load of coops ar- 
rive on the hottest days, with tho poor 
birds packed In them almost as closely 
ns sardines in a box. There may be a 
cup of water at some point In the coop, 
but the majority of tbe birds don't 
know of Its existence and couldn't 
reach It If they endenvored to do so on 
account of tbe congested condition of 
tho coop. Not one In a dozen coops 
arriving In market Indicates for the 
shipper ono spark of mercy or sympa- 
thy for the birds. Many of them will 
be dead on arrival and what with the 
excessive heat of the atmosphere, the 
animal beat of their own bodies and 
tbe fatigue and fright attending the 
journey, there Is quite naturally a loss 
of weight In those that are so fortu- 
nate as to survive. These same farm- 
ers hurl maledictions upon the head of 
the commission merchant because he 
deducts for "shrinkage" In weight In 
bis remittance. They apparently Ignore 
the fact that they alone ore responsible 
for the deduction, because they have 
allowed to. exist, the conditions which 
led up to tho shrinkage. By crowding 
the fowls, the shipper really Is extrava- 
gant even though he does lessen bis 
shipping expenses somewhat; for, nine 
tunes out of ten, It will not only result 
In tbe loss of some of his birds, but also 
causes tbe dealer to sacrifice tho re- 
mainder at a low price In order to 
avoid further loss,— Agricultural Eplto- 
mlst 



A\taUtu-r 

Experts have said that alfalfa would 
only grow In certain soils and In cer- 
tain climates, but It has proven adapt- 
ability to nearly all climates and al- 
most all Bolls. There are but two soil 
conditions tbnt seem reliably against 
tho growth of alfalfa. Tbe ono Is a soil 
constantly wet; the other Is where 
there Is too much acidity, Tho latter 
may be remedied by an application of 
lime and. tho other will require drain- 
age. There are thousands of farms, 
however, where there 1b no ncldlty and 
tho drainage Is perfect that will not 
produce alfalfa without first having 
supplied to their Boll tho alfnlfu bac- 
teria, without which tbe crop will full. 
This Is so well proven that It Is re- 
garded as an established fact, and 
farmers are admonished to look well 
to. It before undertaking to produco'al- 
folfa. Where the land Is barren of 
these bacteria, alfalfa seed will Indeed 
genntnato and grow rapidly for awhile, 
but tbo plants will soon became weak 
and turn yellow nnd eventually die, 
having perlslrcd for the want of tho Ufa 
giving element supplied by the bacteria. 
This clement Is tbe . nitrogen always 
universally present In the atmosphere, 
but not always present In the soil. 
Indeed, nitrogen may. bo present In tbo 
soil and If the alfalfa bacteria be lack- 
ing the alfalfa plants will not thrive. 
The reason for this Is that tho roots 
of alfalfa aro themselves without pow- 
er to gather and store nitrogen 1 from 
the air, but the bacteria, working In 
connection with tbe roots, will gather, 
secrete and store up nitrogen from the 
air In quantities so great as to pro- 
vide not only for tho alfalfa growing, 
but abundant supplies for succeedlnf 
crops. This Interesting truth about 
alfalfa bacteria la known and appreci- 
ated by scientists, but no man can tell 
with certainty without scientific pro- 
cess where such bacteria exist or where 
they are absent— Agricultural Eplto- 
mlst

"Tho reason for this mnrrelouB pros- 
perity Is not hard to seek. The Inrge 
majority of the 810,000 peopld who In- 
hnbll Manitoba, Saslintchewnn nnd Al- 
berto have gone on to the farm, and 
have betaken themselves to the task of 
not only feeding nnd clothing them- 
selves, but of raising food for others 
less happily circumstanced. 

The crop of 1000, although not ab- 
normal, Is on eye-opener to many who 
previously had given little thought to 
the subject Ninety million bushels of 
wheat nt 70 cents per bushel— $03,000,- 
000; 70,000,000 bushels of oats at 30 
cents per bushel— r#12,600,000 ; 17,000,-

other by-products of mixed farming. 

When such returns nro obtainable 
from tho soil It Is not to bo wondered 
nt that many are leaving the congested 
districts of tho cast, to take upon 
themselves the life of the prnlrle farm 
snd the labor of the husbandman. 

With tho construction of additional 
rallronds, new avenues for agricultural 
enterprise arc opening up, nnd Im- 
proved opportunities are offered to the 
settler who understands prairie farm- 
ing, nnd la willing to do his part In 
building up the new country. 

Thin Is the theme thnt Mr. J. J. mil, 
the veteran railroad builder In the 
West, hna Inld before the people In n 
series of addresses which he has glron 
at vnrlous points during the past few 
months, and, having been for so long 
Identified with the development of tho 
West, there nrc few men better quali- 
fied than he to express nn opinion upon 
it Take care of the country, says he, 
nnd the cities will take care of them- 
selves. 

Tho farmers ot the Western States 
nnd the Canadian West arc more pros- 
perous than ever before, nnd when It 
comes to measuring up results, tbe Ca- 
nadian appears to have somewhat the 
better of It His lnnd Is cheaper, in 
fact, tbe government continues to give 
free homesteads to settlers, and the re- 
turns per acre ore heavier when the 
crop ' la harvested. Farming land In 
tbe Western States runs from $(!0 10 
$lfJ0 an acre nnd up, w herons equally 
good soil may be purchased In Cannda 
for $8 to $15 per acre, within easy 
reach of a shipping point, nnd much 
ot this Is aval lable for free hotnestcud- 
Ing. The quality of the Canadian No. 1 
hard wheat cannot lie beatcu, nnd tho 
returns to the acre nrc several bush el a 
better than on this aide of the line. 
The soil and climate of that country 
being peculiarly adapted to wheat 
growing. 

The fact Is evidently appreciated by 
the largo number of American farmers 
who hare in the past two or three 
fears settled in the Canadian West Tbe 
agents of the Canadian government, 
w;hose address may be found else- 
where, advise us that far the fiscal 
year 1004-5, the records show that 43,- 
543 Americans settled In Canada, and 
in 1005-C tho number renched 57,706. 
From all of which It appears that at 
present there Is a good thing In farm- 
ing la Western Canada, and that the 
American farmer Is not slow to avail 
himself of It

Again there ia nn uffly scandal broken 
out in the General Lnnd OIBco. This time 
it involves Wyoming and the Union Pacific 
Railroad, and it relates exclusively to the 
gobbling of coal tahda, It looka on the 
face of it as though it would bo ono more 
added to the Hat of unsavory revelations 
that Secretary Hitchcock will have to in- 
vestigate before his term of office closes. 
The charge is mndo by a lawyer from Den- 
ver, Mr. A. J. Smith, and is to the effect 
that m ore tbnn three years npo ho came into 
possession of fncts showing that the Union 
Pacific Railroad was illegally gaining con- 
trol of millions of dollars .vnrtli of valuable 
coal lands in Wyoming. Mr. Smith snyB 
in his statement that he brought these 
fads to tho attention, of the Land Office 
and was assured that they would he in- 
vestigated, and that be would be given no- 
tine to appear at tbo hearing in order a£o 
subatantiate his charges. Tie says on tho 
contrary, that the inspector who was 
charged with the first inquiry, Special In- 
spector Myendoff waa transferred as soon 
as bo had made his report and thatThccnly 
other hearing waa a "star chamber" pro- 
ceeding at which only this officials of the 
Union Pacific and their witnesses were 
present and that he waa never even notified 
that the hearing was to bo held. He 
charges further that on the very day when 
he mailed to tbo Lnnd Office conclusive 
proofs at tho railroad's criminality, thnt 
patents nn the land in dispute were issued 
to the Union Pacific. His charge, prima 
facia, is n very serious ono. It will not oc- 
casion so much surprise in view of the fnct 
that so many other charges of fraud have 
beqn made and proved in connection with 
the I. :i ml Offico administration in the past 
few years, but it ia such n charge as to call 
for investigation, Tho geological survey 
is now engaged in mapping all of the coal 
lands of the west and middle west in order 
that the government may follow tho sug- 
gestion of President Roosevelt and with- 
draw the coal and oil lands still remaining 
from public entry. Mr. Smith's allega- 
tions have been mado in such form that 
Secretary Hitchcock "cannot fail to tubo 
notice of them. It will be only one more 
cose added to the weary round of fraud and 



duplicity that ho lms been called to uncover 
during his eight years time In office, Tho 
start in this case will undoubtedly be maiio 
during Secretary Hitchcock's administra- 
tion, but its conclusion in nil probnhllity 
will comn iuHicterm of Secretary Garfield, 
who it is announced will succeed Secretary 
Hitchcock in office. There is no question 
about Mr, Garfield's honesty, and the case 
will make n good starter for his adminis- 
tration during which it is hoped to clear 
the General Land Officii from the frauds 
that have long been charged to it. It -is 
only natural in years pant that compara- 
tively littto attention should been paid lo 
land frauds becauso the public domain was 
one of the largest and least considered us- 
sets of Hit! general government. Bnt the 
time haa now cotho when the Secretary of 
tho Interior will havo to gunrd tho public 
domain with never ceasing vigilance, nnd 
the proapect is that Mr. Garfield will havo 
n busy time after ho conies into ofliro.

The crash, In which the North 
German Lloyd steamer KaUer Willi elm 
dor G rosso was Btruck oy :he British 
royal mail steamer Orinoco, disabled tho 
former vessel so that it had to abandon 
the voyage to Now York. 

Alarming earthquake shocks In German 
New Guinea, tho Bismarck ,nrcblpelogo, 
followed by tidal waves, causing much 
loss of life among the natives, are report- 
ed by tho steamer M iowcra from tho 
south sea. Tho effect was plain ashore, 
fissures being visible In the mountain. A 
tldnl wave swept tho low- lying coast, de- 
vastating the country for forty miles. 
At Chiassl island, In Dampler straits, tho 
tidal wave wrought great havoc, hardly 
a native but being left. Along tha Now 
Guinea const Captain Prejnwa saw As- 
sures in the mountain sides 200 feet long 
and 100 feet deep. Captain Prejnwa was 
unable to estimate tho loss of life, but 
thought It considerable.

No Profit In Form Alcohol. 

. Tho Department of Agriculture, 
through Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of tho 
bureau of chemistry, has undertaken 
to educate tbe farmers regarding the 
manufacture of denatured alcohol. Two 
bulletins on tho subject bave been Is- 
sued. 

From Dr. Wiley's discussion of tbo 
subject the conclusion Is reached that 
the, m anuf acture of alcohol on n very 
small scale Is not likely to prove prof- 
itable, and because of revenue regula- 
tions It Is evident that the farmer must 
ho content with producing the raw ma- 
terials. Tho bulletin on the subject of 
sources and manufacture says; 

"The principal uses of Industrial al- 
cohol are Illumination, heating, motive 
power and tho manufacture of lacquers, 
varnishes, smokeless powder, medicinal 
and pharmaceutical preparations, vine- 
gar nnd ether. When Industrial alco- 
hol is made nt n price nt which it can 
compete with petroleum and gasoline, 
It doubtless will be preferred for tha 
purposes above mentioned, because of 
Its greater snfety and more pleasant 
odor. Under tho present conditions It 
U not probable that Industrial alcohol 
can be offered upon tbo market at much 
less than 40 cents a gallon of 05 per 
cent strength." 

Dr. Wiley expresses the belief, how- 
ever, that by paying attention to un- 
used sources of raw material and with 
Improved methods of manufacturing 
and denaturing this price can be di- 
minished. 

ailllc Coir*. 

The Hollanders evidently breed and 
feed for milk tlrst of nil. That they 
succeed Is proved by the large milk 
yields of their cows. That large milk 
flow, seemingly regardless of butter-fat 
percentage, pnya them Is proved .by 
their prosperity. The dalrymnu here 
thinks It necessary to pay smnll prices 
for, dairy cows that annually yield 
from 3,000 to 4,000 pounds of milk. 
What tho flannel a l result to him is, tho 
wretched records show only too plain- 
ly. Ho la the worst-paid farmer In the 
land. Wbnt could he not do If, Instead 
of breeding, buying, feeding nnd milk- 
ing cheap cows, ho wero to breed, feed 
nnd milk cows of tho 11,500 to 1-1,500 
pound class? Tho Frlcslnudcrs nnd 
other Hollanders, with their gigantic 
cows, make money on milk produced 
on Boll .that costs from $500 to $2,000 
' an acre' or routs nt from $50 to $200. 



The Onion Man-sot. 

Tbo onion mnggot and cabbage mag- 
got can only bo distinguished by nn 
oxpert, as they are very nearly alike. 
Tbo maggot la tho larva of a small fly. 
There Is no known "sure" remedy that 
can ho applied. Sprinkling powdered 
sulphur around tbo plants la a partial 
remedy, but It docs not always bring 
relief. Making a small bolo near each 
onion and pouring Into each bolo half a 
teaspoonful of bisulphide of carbon, 
covering the holes with earth, Is claim- 
ed to be a remedy, but such method Is 
expensive nnd laborious. Liquid ma- 
nure applied to the plants la claimed 
to bo a remedy.' Tho best preventive 
Is to grow tho onions on land that has 
not before produced n crop, but of 
course such can not bo douo until next 
season. This change of location of the 
onion patch la tlip only partial solution 
of tho maggot problem.

American Ensrnleer AUo Koine* tbe 
Grade In CUr of Gnlve»ton. 

In all nges political leaders bavo had 
It In their power to elevuto or degrade 
provinces nnd nations, but to a man 
who made no pretenses of either politi- 
cal or military leadership belongs tbe 
credit of Improving tbe condition of 
whole provinces In a country whoso 
language he did not know. The task 
was accomplished by an American en- 
gines who, in 1S07, was sent for by 
tbe Jtusslnn minister of wnys nnd com- 
munications and commlBSloned to 
study the question of deepening the 
Volga river. 

Uxion completing his work ho ob- 
served that on account of the alluvial 
deposits at the mouth of tho rivers 
emptying Into the Black sea tho chan- 
nel "wsb so choked that for generations 
Jt had been necessary for the vessels 
carrying grain toward tbe sen to trans- 
fer It at tho mouth, where lighters took 
It to tho ships on the Black Bea. As a 
result tbe profltr. of the producer wero 
eaten up by the cost of the double 
transfer at tho mouths of the rivers. 
The work of Mr. Hates, the engineer, 
la deepening thu mouths of the rivers 
obviated the necessary for this econom- 
ic waste nnd made the difference be- 
tween poverty nnd prosperity, for mil- 
lions Of Russians. 

Another of Mr. Bates' great engi- 
neering feats described by French 
Strother In "Tho World's Works," Is 
that of raising tho grndoof tho city of 
Galveston, The locution of that dry 
on a low Island In the gulf placed It

In a terrific collision off Cherbourg, 
Trance, between two ocean liners late 
Wednesday night thirteen lives wero 
lost and a number of passengers and 
members of tl>o crews were Injured. 
Tho crash, In which tho North German 
Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm dor 
G rosso was struck by the British royal 
mall Bloomer Orinoco, disabled the for- 
mer vcbsoI so that It had to abandon 
the voyage to New York, 

Tho Kalecr Wilhelm dcr G rosso and 
tho Orinoco both were outward bound 
from Southampton vln Cherbourg, the 
one for New York and tho other for 
West Indian ports. The shock was 
terrific, causing a panic among the pas- 
sengers on bonrd the vessels, especially 
among tho emigrants. On tbe Orinoco 
three men nod a woman wore killed 
and six women and a mna were In-' 
Jured, and five persona wero thrown 
overboard and drowned. Of the two 
iteamcra the KaUcr U'llhelm dcr GroBso 
Is said to have sustained the grantor 
damage, nnd has a hole In one side. 
Four steerage passengers on the Knlsbr 
were killed and twelve Injured. The 
damage to the Orinoco was confined to 
her bows. 

Gains; Seventeen Knota nn Hoar* 

When tbe collision occurred the Kais- 
er was steaming at the rate of seven- 
teen knots an hour. The Orinoco was 
bound for Cherbourg, The commander 
of the Orinoco asserts that be signaled 
that he was going to starboard of the 
North Gorman Lloyd vessel, but thnt 
the latter held her course across tho 
Orinoco's bows and went to port of tho 
Orinoco only when It was too late. Tho 
engines of the Orinoco, it Is Bald, wero 
reversed as soon as It appeared that 
an nccldcnt would occur, but she crash- 
ed Into the starboard bow of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm dcr G rosso, making a breach 
twelve feet wide, Tbe Btcm of tho 
Orinoco above the water-line was car- 
ried away oh the vesselB cleared after 
the collision. The Bhock threw all tho 
passengers on the KaUcr from their 
feet The grinding of the Orinoco's 
bow Into the steerage of the German 
vessel Instantly killed four persons, 
among tbcm a girl 11 years old. 

Panic on the Orinoco. 

Tbo captain of the Orinoco ordered 
boats to be cleared away, but the panic 
on board was general. Somo of the 
crew Jumped Into and launched two of 
her boats nnd several frenzied women 
attempted to get into them as they wero 
being lowered over the Bide. One boat 
was swamped when It struck the wa- 
ter. 

A number of small boots from Cher- 
bourg put out to the. scene of tbe col- 
lision and rescued some of tho sailors 
and passengers who were struggling In 
tbe waves, but flvo of tbe crew of the 
Orinoco nro believed to have be*a 
drowned. 

Tbo Kaiser Wilhelm dcr Grosse had 
about 2G0 first-class passengers, 200sefr 
ond-class nnd about 700 steerage. Me" 
Kaiser Is a twin-screw sehopscr-rh'fed 
vessel. She Is of approximately 1^000 
tons, 020 feet long, (JO feet beam/and 
30 feet depth of hold. She wnafbullt 
at Stettin, Germany, In 1S07, sndf is 
commanded by Captnlu Engelhort.
